Officials Predict 
Death Sentence 


Reports Say Fifteen Killed at 
Frankfort, Ky.; Warden 
Says No Deaths

New York, Jan. 25. — Further deaths in the United 
States flood area swept the known total to sixty-eight to¬ 
day, with unconfirmed reports swelling the total to more 
than eighty. This did not include the estimated fifteen 
dead in the reported prison riot at Frankfort, Kentucky. 

Among known death totals were: Arkansas 3, Illinois 3, 
Kentucky 13, Missouri 11, Mississippi 1, Ohio 11, Ten¬ 
nessee 9. 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 25.—Mayor Neville Miller's flood 
emergency committee today unanimously appealed for fed¬ 
eral martial law and troops today to save Louisville's 230,- 
000 homeless from pestilence, panic and starvation.

Cincinnati, 0., Jan. 25.—Greater Cincinnati’s 750,000 
residents were faced today with a grave water famine. 

With it arose a new threat to the health of a city one- 

seventh flooded, in eapricioni paradox, by an Ohio Kiver.

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the worst flood in Its history: 

“It is imperative that you urn 
water only for cooking and drinking 
purposes. -- 

“Not a drop should bs wasted.* 
POWER CUT OIT- 
Coupled with tbs water shortage 
was a shut-off of all but one-seveuth 
of the city's power supply. 

Fire still burned at mid-day In the 
Mill Creek industrial district, where 
in oil-fed blaze had swept along a 
three-mile front, but It waa believed 
under control. 

When the Mill Creek fire flared up 
anew today at the Standard Oil stor¬ 
age plant, two more companies and 
fifty-five men were rushed to the 

scene. 

POWER FROM OTHER CITIES 

At the same time. Cincinnati’! sec¬ 
ond poyrer. plant failed forcing Ute 
city to depend entirely on service 
from Dayton and Indianapolis and 
other cities.

L. Berebryakoff, another defend¬ 
ant, linked Mdlvanl to the sabotage 
plot, testifying the prisoner had come 
to Moscow to join the intrigue and 
help work out the details. 

The former Oeorgtan prince was j 
Jailed together with more than a 
score of henchmen on charges of 
plotting to separate Oeorgla— the 
home province of Joseph Stalin—from 
the Soviet Union. 

DEATH SENTENCE 

Official sources said there was little 
doubt Mdlvanl and the others would 
be tried soon and probably sentenced 
to death.

Berlin. Jan. 25.—Oermany. faced 
with a wheat shortage tome estimate 
will be 1 . 000.000 tons, to offering to 
trade machinery for grain. 

Canada and Jugoslavia hare pro¬ 
vided some grain. It to aaid. and of¬ 
ficials hope to make a deal with Ar¬ 
gentina. 

A new arrangement with Canada, 
the Associated Press reported, pro¬ 
vide* 55 per cent of all proceeds 
from Canadian purchases In Oermany 
la to be used for buying Canadian 
wheat. 

The amount Oermany takes from 
Canada therefore, the newa agency 
said, will depend on how much Can¬ 
ada buy* In Oermany. This to ex¬ 
pected to mean Oermany will get at 
least 100.000 tons of wheat from Can¬ 
ada, the Associated Press learned. 

Plrst new* such a large shortage 
was likely sent the Chicago market 
soaring some days ago on belief Oer¬ 
many was going to step Into world 
market and make heavy purchases.

Edmonton. Jan. 25.—Deflation of 
purchasing power by the money mon¬ 
opolists, Intensified by the Increas¬ 
ing debt and Interest chargee of eound 
finance was the real cause of unem¬ 
ployment. Premier Aberhart told the 
Edmonton Prophetic Bible Confer¬ 
ence yesterday evening. 

Until people recognised that cause, 
there would be no Lope of solving the 
nnemployment proUem, the Premier 
added. Under the present orthodox 
economic system there was no solu¬ 
tion for unemployment, and it was 
plainly a permanent disability of the 
present financial system. 

“I hold it as # sound principle in 
this present difficult period that In¬ 
terest rates and debt charges must be 
scaled down If we as a province or 
ac a Dominion are to survive.’* he 
declared. "It is therefore a case of 
life and death It la even greater 
than that. The whole question of 
unemployment and relief la much 
taiore serious than the claims of the 
money lenders, and they should ac¬ 
knowledge this.” 

LFtFLET* DISTRIBUTED 

The Premier had charged earler In 
the address that the Mortgage Loans' 
{Association, ’‘composed of thirty-four 
leading companies In Alberta." was 
Scattering a series of leaflets "far and 
wide as propaganda in favor of high 
Tates of interest.** 

One leaflet had argued against the 
Reduction and Settlement of Debts

Blum Speaks Plainly 

IN HIS SPEECH AT LYONS YESTER- 
1 day Premier Blum of France made it quite 
dear that hit country and Great Britain will 
extend economic assistance and co-operation 
to Germany only on the distinct'understanding 
that Reichsfuehrer Hitler consents to make a 
genuine contribution toward European peace by 
an agreement to halt the armament race. The 
French Prime Minister obviously still it tut- 
pkiout of the detignt of the Reich’. leader 
and it in no mood to run the ritk of having 
tuch economic help at might be given being 
uted againtt the countriea that gave it. In 
other worda political lettlement of Europc't 
problems must precede an economic agreement 

It is difficult to know when to take Hitler 
seriously and when to take his observations 
with a very large grain of salt. His militant 
speeches and the belligerent policies he has 
adopted in the last twelve months have out¬ 
weighed in their significance his frequent pro¬ 
testations of peaceful intent. He tays he does 
not want war and the economic condition of 
Germany, of course, is such that any military 
diversion outside her own borders would mean 
speedy and complete commercial collapse, with 
hit own political eclipte. too. Nor is any other 
power threatening the Reich. Hitler, there¬ 
fore, hat everything to gain by playing hit part 
in helping to rid Europe of the war-fever, getting 
the economic assistance he so urgently needs 
and, generally, restoring a more stable inter¬ 
national condition. 

Great Britain has shown and France is 
now showing m a practical form that they.are 
willing to play their parts in assisting in the 
removal of an intensified atmosphere of sus¬ 
picion and distrust. But it would almost seem 
that Hitler goes to bed o’nights* expecting 
to see Germany overrun next morning by the 
Soviet legions which Moscow controls. Only 
under the very greatest provocation would 
Stalin embark upon such a mad adventure as 
an attack on Germany assuredly would be. 
We know Hitler-loathes Communism and he 
ia not alone in his dislike of the Soviet system 
of government. Rutsia seems to be 'satisfied, 
however, and wants no advice or interference 
from Berlin, or any other capital, for that 
matter. 

Tha dream of world revolution is a very 
long way from realization. Yet it is not neces¬ 
sary to point out that every increase in the in¬ 
ternational armaments bill will tend to aggra¬ 
vate a condition from which dire consequences 
may descend upon the world. Meanwhile, 
Premier Blum has shown Germany what she 
can do to help herself and others.

The- Soviet scientists- have not f i nished e i» 
ploring the ruins. But they have a good idea of 
what tho place was like. The village plan was 
a circle, with the houses in a single row around 
a central round plaza. The enclosure thus 
formed gave the village a fort-like appearance. 
At night, the cattle were driven into the plaza— 
village green, or whatever the Stone Age called 
the place—and were thus protected from wild 
animals or raiding part*. from another village. 

The archaeologists have found walls and 
fences of the village in excellent preservation. 
Houses were about sixty-five feet long, and the 
walls were painted with red ochre. Farm house 
floors were of baked clay. Stoves on yhich the 
Stone Age women cooked are still in their 
ruined and buried homes. The great variety of 
painted pottery they made for housekeeping pur¬ 
poses has survived to show what pitchers and 
bowls and cooking pots and bread-boxes were 
like in a home of that age and that part of the 
world. These earthenware vessels range in size 
from less than an inch high to twenty-seven 
inches. 

The villagers raised crops, as is shown by 
stone grinders for grain and agricultural tools 
made sf horn. Hunting was a sideline, to eke 
out their other means of .livelihood.

It la a destructive force ' 
both as regards the health of the 
community and the government 
purse, as the 66 or 610 license fee 
does not cover the government's share 
of keeping up the hospitals, mental 
or otherwise. 

The Old Country has. with Its clear 
thinking and prompt action, gone on 
an anti-noise campaign, as it realize*; 
the danger of Irritation to the nerve* 
and consequent health of the indi¬ 
vidual. 

As*, all other means of reaching the 
public are barred today to the men 
lacking power and money. I am using 
your paper to set forth my remedy 
for the said nuisance. 

Let there be set aside a district far { 
enough out In the country where 
these people can live and operate 
their kennels in any manner agree¬ 
able to themselves. To allow them 
to inflict themselves and their 
charges on a settled community where 
taxpayers have been living In quiet 
neighbor lines* is grossly unfair. As 
the rasping bark of a dog carries a 
mile or mote on dear air, this dis¬ 
trict would have to be that fsr from 
settled communities Non-kennel 
operator* would then move Id there 
at their own risk. 

As each one of these kennels con¬ 
tains three or four to a dozen or 
more dogs, the resulting pande¬ 
monium when they all start barking 
can well be realised.

"They are full, alright, 
but It is Just the usual run of illnesses 
that are crowding them." 

Dr. Richard Felton, medical health 
Officer, expressed the view that While 
there were definite cases of Influenaa 
here the majority of those calling 
their ailments Influenza were suffer¬ 
ing In reality from severe colds. 

It was difficult to determine how 
ma..y cases of Influenza there actually 
were In town since a number were 
being treated domestically and neither 
doctors nor health officials were noti¬ 
fied.

That was picture-writing, and It I 
helped the people to fell some of j 
their thoughts In writing. There were 
many things, however, which could I 
not be explained by pictures. Sup- I 
pose we tried to make a picture of j 
the word ’’la ’—how could we do It 
eo everyone would know what we j 
meant? 

To write words of that sort, the | 
Egyptians learned to make “found 
sign*.’* Their word for lion 1 
“labo." so they made a picture of a 
lion to represent the sound of ’ L. M | 
In the same way, they made other ‘ 
pictures for other sounds.' 

For different sounds of our letter 
"A” the Egyptians had several aland- 
ard pictures or sound-signs. One was 
a picture of an arm. another a reed, 
and atlll another waa an eagle with 
wings folded. All these things had 
names i n thetr language starting with 
the "A" sound 

Egypt seems to have been the first i 
country to use an alphabet., but other 
ancient nations also helped make the | 
alph abe t as mm kmow *t today. Me- j- 
brews, Phoenicians, Greeks and others I 
changed the Egyptian letters, or in- | 
vented new ones of their own. 

Qur tetter “AT was esOLad ~alepb~ 
by olden Hebrews, and that word 
meant “ox.** There are record* to 
show that the outline of an ox’s head 
was at one time used as the letter “A." 

In ancient times, the letter “B“ 
waa. called “beth." meaning “house" 
It. may be that It grew from the out¬ 
line o< a simple bouse of long ago. I 


It Is also possible that It came from 
an old Egyptian sound-sign, the out¬ 
line of a bird. 

The letter ’’C’’ has been changed In 
many ways with the passing of the 
centuries. It was cal ltd “gtmer **y 
the Hebrews, and "gamma" by the 
Greeks. The meaning of “glitter’ was 
“camel.” but in Egypt the sound- 
sign looked like a tent. On th« Island 
of Crete, “C*’ was written like an 
upside-down “L." 

"D” was called “delta” by the 
Greeks, and the Hebrews called tt 
"dalcth.” meaning door. In certain 
countries it had the shape of a tri¬ 
angle. and looked a great deal like 
the “doorway “ of a tent. 

“E" at one time waa called “he." 
meaning "window." The olden Greeks

SITE LEASED 

Hotel Plan Held in Abeyance 
and Other Buildings Erected 
in Berkeley Square . 

London. Jan. 25.— A 100-feet high 
building, comprising shops and offices, 
surmounted by a tall central tower. 
Is to be erected on tbe two-acre site 
In Berkeley Square West, which was 
bought b» the Canadian Pacific Com¬ 
pany In 1930 and 1931. 

The site, the value of which hoe 
been estimated at mors than 96.000.- 
000. woe originally acquired by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway with the 
Intention of building one of the 
largest hotels In Europe at a cost of 
approximately |15.000.000. Owing to 
the alump the plan waa held In 
abeyance. 

Negotiations have now been com¬ 
pleted by which the Canadian Pacific | 
Railway leta the land on building j 
lease. Sir Robert McAlplne and Sons ■ 
(London) Limited will be the contrac¬ 
tors. and the United Investor* Co-op¬ 
erative Society Ltd. of 15 Berkeley 
Square, has enterwr mto a contract 
to purchase the new building when It 
Is completed. This is expected to be 
some time in 1938. 

OLD PROPERTY 

Comprised in the site are twenty 
eighteenth century properties. 6-19 
Berkeley Square, forming the greater 
part of the east side of the square, and 
16-2C Bruton Street, as well as a num¬ 
ber of premises in the rear In South 
Burton Mews. 

One of the Burton Street houses. 
No. 17. is the former home of the Earl 
snd Countess of Strathmore, from 
which the Queen went to her wed¬ 
ding in 1923. snd in which Princess 
Elizabeth waa born In 1926. 

The new building—designed by Oor- 
don Jeeves of Hanover Square West, 
and Hector Hamilton of Park Lane 
West—will be faced throughout with 
recast Portland atone. The Berkeley 
Square frontage will be recessed, so as 
to admit' abundant light and sir and 
eliminate all Internal courts. 

The principal entrance to the great 
building la to be from Berkeley 
Square, through an open and lofty 
portico fifty feet wide into a main 
hall of proportionate height and 
width. From this hall six high-speed 
electric passenger lifts will serve the 
upper floors.
